SEEKING COAL AND WIRE 
RUSSIAN INFANTRY 
Belligerents Keep Pouring In Their 
Orders. 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Get. 12.—A request 
was received from the government of 
British Guinea by the Pittsburgh for­ 
eign trade commission, asking that 
some coal concern, in a position to 
ship 5000 tons of bituminous coal per 
month for the next twelve months, 
communicate with them immediately. 
Accompanying the request was the 
price the British Guinea government 
officials are willing to pay for coal, 
with a bonus for prompt delivery. 
As the figure named is something in 
excess of the price coal Is bringing, 
the order will probably be divided be 
tween two or three concerns in a posi­ 
tion to make prompt deliveries. 
Russia and Austria within the past 
several days have placed orders for 
75,000 reels of barbed wire, divided 
between the Pittsburgh Steel company 
at Monessen, and the American Steel 
and Wire company. 
Within ten days orders for 500,000 
reels of barbed wire have been re­ 
ceived by Pittsburgh plants from coun­ 
tries now engaged in the European 
holocaust. With the adition of these 
orders for barbed wire most of the^ 
wire plants In the vicinity of Pitts­ 
burgh will reach about St) per cent of 
their normal operating capacity.

Dead Monarch Planned a Coup d’Etat, 


to Aid Kaiser, But General Refused 


to Join Him. 
London, Oct. 12. That the death of 
King (’Maries of Rumania will cause a 
change in tho policy of that country 
In rorard to the present war and prob­ 
ably 
r e s u l t quickly in her entrance 
into the conflict is the gist of several 
dispatches received here front Rome. 
Italy is watching developments in 
Rumania. 
The 
announcement that 
King Charles was dead caused a sen­ 
sation in Rome, and on every side it 
was freely predicted that the dead 
monarch’s strict policy of neutrality 
would be overruled by the desire of 
the populace to ald in tho tight against 
tile kaiser and Aunt rn Hungary. 
King Charlo®, who died on Satur­ 
day, was a member of the house of 
Ilohenzollern, and at the beginning of 
the war was reported to be ready to 
<ast his lot with these countries, but 
such a course encountered strong of>- 
position in Rumania, and particularly 
In the legislature. 
Recent dispatches hove said that the 
king, because of a promise he had 
made to the kaiser, deaired to mobil­ 
ize the Rumanian army to assi :t Ger­ 
many in the war. 
It has boon sai l on many occasions 
In the last few weeks that Germany 
counted on tho intervention of 
flu 
mania. A story published in Paris the 
latter part of September n lated that 
when King Charles naked the cabinet 
to order a mobilisation of the army, 
(.ne of the ministers replied: 
“We 
are quite willing if It I? against Aus­ 
tria.” 
King Charles turned to them and 
raid: "I gave my word to Emperor 
William, and a Hohcnsollern keeps 
bis word.” 
The president of the rountil here In­ 
terposed. saying: "The country knows 
no Hohenzollern. It knows only the 
king of Rumania, who does not have 
to give his word to anyone whatso­ 
ever.’’ 
King Charles then decided to call a 
council of tho crown, with the former 
ministers in attendance, hut only one 
sided with loin bi favor of Germany. 
It was reported that the king then 
tried to persuade General Avertin :o to 
attempt a coup d'etat and arrest tile 
ministers, but General Averesco re 
I used, saying: ‘‘Sire, you would be the 
first victim of such an attempt.” 
It also was said that a number of 
superior officers of 
the 
Rumanian 
army declared that they would desert 
and join the Russian army rather than 
fight for Austria. 
Recent dispatches described King 
Charles as being seriously ITI. but 
from other quarters bis Indisposition 
was declared to bt* entirely politic ai. 
It had been predicted lately that he 
was preparing to abdicate.

Ile paid a tribute 
to the gnat qualities of the German 
nation, but said it had been prostitut­ 
ed to military uses, and this war was 
to Pud liutb^plrit of Mi I Its* J* rn. 
“If G‘ rmany should annex Belgium 
and crush France end annex Holland 
and < heck Russia, then Bib country 
would be doomed. 
Rather than see 
lhat accomplished I would see the 
British empire perish honorably,” he 
declared.

A half battery in rather exposed po­ 
sition was galling the German* by the

teries on it.

Dying, Bidi Men Fight On. 
A story of the heroism of the late 
Captain Haggard, nephew of Bider 
Haggard, is told in a letter from Pri­ 
vate C. Berry of the second battalion. 
Welsh regiment. 
Berry says that his 
company was being subjected to a se­ 
vere German artillery fire when Hag 
ga rd ordered Hie men to fix bayonets 
and charge. 
•‘What att officer! 
What a soldier! 
We were 
prepared 
to follow 
him 
anywhere, but were checked by a 
storm of Maxim fire. 
When mortally 
wounded be would occasionally oj>en 
bls eyes and call out: ‘Stick it, Welsh 
regiment! 
Stick it, Welsh!' 
"ho our brave lads stuck at It until 
our artillery got Into action. 
We won 
out. 
In that field were strewn thou­ 
sand* aud thousands of German dead 
aud wounded. 
Captain Haggard died 
thut evening. 
His last words were, 
•Stick It. Welsh!'" 


Has Ninety-seven Wounds. 
A trench surgeon major now in a 
Paris hospital has ninety-seven official­ 
ly counted wounds. He tells this story: 
"After a hard day s fighting on Aug 
ijo I bandaged my last case and was 
remounting my horse w hen I heard a 
sound like thunder, ami a shell burst 
over my head. 
The horse was killed, 
and I was thrown violently to the 
ground. 
An orderly carried me a mile 
and a quarter, w lieu he found a stretch 
er. ou which he curried me three miles 
farther. 
"No essential organ was touched. 
I 
lost au ear aud the sense of hearing 
the light side of my head was scarred 
my left arm was ripped to the bone 
Hi.v back w a s riddled like a colander 
my loins were torn and my legs tattoo­ 
ed iii highly inartistic designs, but I 
atli! live."

The london News prints the follow 
log dispatch from Petrograd: 
"It was necessary to take Orlau (In 
Austrian Silesia) at all costs,” said a 
wounded Bussian colonel. ‘‘I was Iii 
the center vanguard, advancing under 
a hull of shrapnel; whole lines crum­ 
pled like corn before a hailstorm; still 
we advanced. 
"Of my regiment few remained; the1 
officers wcie nearly all killed or wouud 
(Hi. Mud the colors passed from hand to 
hand. Soou they were neur me. Tin 
next moment I snatched them from a 
fulling soldier. 
"Soldiers near me kissed the blood 
stained and tattered colors aud then 
rushed forward with their faces set to 
die fur their country.'’ 
Carpeted W ith the Dead. 


Fresh from a visit to the scene of 
the battle of the Marne, Lieutenant A. 
Ellicott Brown, Sixteenth infantry, U 
S. A., at present a military instructor 
at R utgers college. New Brunswick, 
N. J., says: 
"At Mourn on the Marne, where 
some particularly desperate fighting 
took place. I found a field literally car 
peted with dead. 
In one place I cam* 


upon a thousand dead German infan­ 
trymen stretched out within GOO yards. 
Practically all had been killed by the 
bayonet. 
"•W e have got to take our hats off 
'to the Germans,’ •Lieutenant Brown 
quoted un English army officer as say­ 
ing. 
‘We couldn't drive them from 
the trenches by lead, and we had to 
sweep over with bayonets in order to 
gain ground.
